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A MURDEROUS GANG. 
& EBieody Tragedy at Galveston, 
Texas. 

A Galveston dispatch of the 21st 
'inst. reads A terrible 
| tragedy was enacted in the Courthouse 
' to-day, in which Kyle Terry, nephew 
of the late Judge’David Terry, was in- 
stantly killed and two men _ badly 
wounded. The killing. was the out- 
come of troubles which resulted some 
time ago in a bloody battle between 
some of the citizens of Richmond. 
Some months ago Terry, who was Tax 
Assessor of Fort Bend county, and a 
member of the band known as the 
Woodpecker party, had a difficulty 
with the Gibson boys, all members of 
the Jaybird party.. Five weeks later 
Terry met one of the Gibson brothers 
in Wharton and killed him. When 
the case came up for trial Terry got a 
change of venue to Galveston county. 

Judge Crocker, convicted for murder 
in Fort Bend county, also secured a 
change of venue to this county, and 
the cases were set down for t -day, 
and witnesses for both the prosecution 
and defense brought to this city, being 
a large number of the adherents of the 
Jaybird and Woodpecker factions. 
About 10 A. M. Kyle Terry, his|brother, 
Captain David Terry of California, 
Judge Parker, Jadge Weston, | Dr. Gale 
and some others entered the front door 
of the Courthouse. tTetry turned to 
the jeft toward the stairway and had 
just reached the second step when a 
shot was fired. It struck him under 
the right arm and came out of his left 
breast and licerally tore his heart to 
pieces. There was a mowment’s lull, 
and then four or five shots, fired from 
different directions. One passed 
through the arm of Judge Weston of 
Fort Bend county ; another through 
the leg of Henry Tittle, a Galvestonian. 

Eye witnesses saw that three men 
were shooting, naming them as Val. 
Gibson, who killed Terry, and whose 
brother Terry had killed in Wharton, 
Dan Ragsdale and young Mitchell, all 
from Fort Bend county, and all Jay- 
bi Immediately after the shooting 

i€ arrests were made, the principal 
one being Val. Gibson, who fired the 
first and only fatal shot. He is a 
young man about 25 years of age, and 
treats the matter coolly. Gibson was 
the oldest nan in the attacking party, 
the four other men being under 21 
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For ber neck and shoulders—indeed, 
for the entire upper body—she had a 
Waxen covering made which perfectly 
simulated nature in coloring, texture 
and outline. This armor once assumed 
she was never kuown to remove it, 
and indeed, for many years, the fact 
of its being the product of art was a 
matter of suspicion rather than actual 
knowledge. Certainty came about in 
this way: One of the young ladies of 
the court of an experimental turn of 
mind slipped slyly up behind the aug- 
ust presence one day and gave just tbe 
tiniest touch of a needle on the smooth 
white shoulders. The Empress did 
not stir. She pushed alittle harder, 
still the Empress did not wince, and 
court speculation was silenced forever.

‘ABOUT EYE-STONES. 


What They Are and Where Most of 
ee Them Come From. 

The little bodies called eye-stones are 
really portions of the covering of certain 
shell-fish. They are placed at the open- 
ing of the shell, and serve to close the 
entrance when the animal draws itself 
within. They are of various kinds, but 
those used as eye-stones are hard, stony 
bodies, about the size of split peas, one- 
third to one-sixth of an inch in 
diameter, a little longer than broad, 
having one surface plane, and the other 
convex. 

When they have been worn by tho 
action of the sea, they are very smooth 
andshining, butin their natural state tho 
convex surface iseovered with fine mark- 
ings. They have then a brownish color 
in the center, shading off to white 
at the margin. 

Like other shells, they are composed 
of carbonate of lime. When placed in 
a weak acid, such as vinegar, a chemica! 
change takes place, carbonic acid gas is 
given off, and in its escape produces the 
movements which are popularly sup- 
posed to show that the stone is ‘“‘alive.” 

When one of these stones is placed 
under the eye-lid, at the outer corner, 
the natural movements of the lid in 
winking push it gradually toward the 
~inner side, and when it comes in contact 
with the mote which is causing the 
irritation, thi8 is carried along and final- 
ly expelled with it. 

The belief that such stones have a 


‘peculiar detective power, and move 


about in the eye until they find and re- 
move the irritating substance for which 
they have been “‘sent,” has no founda- 
tion in fact. 

Eye-stones are deservedly going out 
of use, for they merely furnish a me- 
chanical means of doing in a clumsy 
manner what a little skill will accom- 
plish much more certainly. Few of 
them, indeed, are seen at the present 
day, and these are said to be brought 
by sailors from the Bahamas and else- 
where, | 

It isinteresting toknow that in the lia- 
ing mémbrane of the stomach of craw- 
fish there are found small bodies which 
go under the name of ‘“‘crab’s-eyes,” and 
look not unlike the true eye-stones.
